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Conditions  of  Sale 


1.  Rejection  of  BlDS.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

3.  Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer  of 
each  lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so 
required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for 
which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address.  d^A  deposit  at  the  actual

5.  Delivery  of  Purchases.  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only 
upon  payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

6.  Receipted  Bills.  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  re- 
ceipted bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized 
and  honored  as  an  order  by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer 
of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a  receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery 
of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should  immediately  notify  the 
Association  of  such  loss. 

7.  Storage  in  Default  of  Prompt  Payment  and  Calling  for  Goods. 
Articles  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent 
by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the 
Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and  stored  in  some  warehouse 
until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser,  and  the  cost  of 
such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against  the 
purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or 
storage  will  be  upon  the  purchaser.  (fl^In  any  instance  where  the  purchase 
bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale, 
the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation 
in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots 
included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale 
thereof  or  to  re-sell  the  same  at  public  or  private  sale  without  further 
notice  for  the  account  of  the  buyer  and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible  for 
any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and  expenses  sustained  in  so  doing.

9.  Guaranty.  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot 
correctly  and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  to 
point  out  any  error,  defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either 
by  the  owner  or  the  Association  of  the  correctness  of  the  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set 
aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection 
not  noted  or  pointed  out.  Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse. 
dL  Every  lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and 
the  Association  will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of  any  trustworthy 
expert  to  the  effect  that  any  lot  has  been  incorrectly  catalogued  and  in  its 
judgment  may  thereafter  sell  the  lot  as  catalogued  or  make  mention  of 
the  opinion  of  such  expert,  who  thereby  will  become  responsible  for  such 
damage  as  might  result  were  his  opinion  without  foundation. 

10.  Records.  The  records  of  the  auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  in  all  cases 
to  be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  cases  be  accepted  by 
both  buyer  and  seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or 
damage  shall  lie. 

11.  Buying  on  Order.  Buying  or  bidding  by  the  Association  for  responsible 
parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail,  telegraph,  or  telephone,  if  con- 
ditions permit,  will  be  faithfully  attended  to  without  charge  of  commission 
Any  purchases  so  made  will  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions  of  sale, 
except  that,  in  the  event  of  a  purchase  of  a  lot  of  one  or  more  books  by  or 
for  a  purchaser  who  has  not  through  himself  or  his  a^ent  been  present  at

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INTRODUCTION 


THE  collection  of  oriental  rugs  constituting  this  sale  is  the  product 
of  arduous  search  for  beautiful,  distinctive  and  refined  weavings 
of  the  old  school  of  oriental  rug  art,  pursued  among  the  sources 
of  rug  import  over  a  period  of  years.  The  requirement  of  beauty  in  rugs, 
never  easy  to  (ill,  has  become,  as  the  public  must  too  well  know,  ever 
Increasingly  difficult  to  satisfy.  The  quality  of  distinction,  without  which 
a  rug  is  no  more  than  a  common  chattel,  went  long  since  into  the  commer- 
cial discard.  The  quality  of  refinement,  which  once  was  the  essence 
of  Persion  rug  weaving,  became  literally  a  quality  of  reproach  with  the 
production  of  rugs  wholly  lacking  in  finesse.  This  collection,  therefore, 
is  in  the  nature  of  salvage. 

To  gather  together  the  old  and  exhibit  it  as  a  yardstick  of  taste,  was 
part  of  the  incentive,  for  extensive  public  lecture  itinerary  demanded  examples 
that  could  be  commended.  In  consequence  many  of  these  rugs  were  secured 
for  lecture  purposes  and  retained  as  such,  regardless  of  inducements  to  sell. 
Some  are  well  known  from  coast  to  coast. 

Most  of  the  rugs  included  are  genuinely  antique,  some  only  antique 
in  manner,  and  a  very  few  candidly  modern,  but  none  are  in  the  modern 
popular  style.  The  scarcity  of  large  carpets  in  such  an  assortment  will  not 
occasion  surprise;  large  antique  rugs  are  today  almost  unattainable.  In 
substitution  is  offered  a  large  variety  of  those  long  and  narrow  native 
Persian  rugs  of  high  quality  of  art,  that  find  more  and  more  favor  for 
use  in  groups  of  three  and  four  for  the  paneling  of  the  floors  of  large 
rooms.  If  walls  are  most  artistic  when  paneled,  and  the  charm  of  gar- 
dens the  result  of  balanced  plots,  surely  the  use  of  several  well-proportioned 
rugs  in  large  rooms  must  create  equal  delight.  By  reason  of  repeated 
motives  they  can  easily  and  effectively  be  reduced  in  size  to  meet  many 
requirements.  Far  better  a  rug  of  merit,  altered  and  adapted  to  use,  than 
a  stupid  rug  intact. 

Concerning  attributions,  three  classes  of  rugs  here  represented  may 
be  advantageously  set  straight.  Fereghan  rugs  are  derived  from  the 
"Plain  of  Fereghan"  located  south-east  of  Hamadan,  and  north-west 
of  Sultanabad.  Generally,  heretofore,  only  the  rugs  of  the  southern 
extremity  of  this  area  have  been  attributed  as  Fereghan.  Strictly  they  are 
South  Fereghan;  and  the  group  of  rugs  of  similar  pattern  and  kindred 
weave,  woven  below  the  city  of  Hamadan,  are  North  Fereghans,  and  are 
so  called  in  this  catalogue.  To  call  them  Hamadan  is  to  apply  a  name 
equally  fitted  to  at  least  twenty  other  varieties.     Beyond  controversy,  the 


North  Fereghans,  as  a  group,  are  hard  woven,  and  on  that  account  exceed- 
ingly durable.  Additionally,  by  reason  of  great  variety  of  pattern,  they 
possess  the  advantage  of  exceptional  individuality. 

Bakshis  rugs,  of  which  there  are  here  many  examples,  are  woven  in 
the  village  of  that  name  located  about  fifty  miles  southeast  of  Tabriz.  To 
general  perception,  they  are  very  like  the  rugs  of  Fereghan.  The  pattern 
most  popular  in  both  groups  is  the  small  Herati,  and  the  knotting  averages 
much  the  same  result.  Bakshis  rugs  have  always  been  popular  with  the 
Persian  people,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  in  the  interest  of  rug  art,  that  they 
increase  in  popular  favor  here. 

The  little  group  of  four  ancient  rugs  from  the  city  of  Rabat,  Morocco, 
would  doubtless  secure  much  admiration  without  special  attention  being 
called  to  them.  They  were  woven,  in  all  likelihood,  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  seventeenth  century,  and  are  so  rare  of  this  period,  that  the  writer 
knows  only  three  other  examples. 

Additionally,  in  the  collection,  is  a  rug  from  the  city  of  Kcrmanshah, 
Western  Persia,  on  the  road  between  Bagdad  and  Hamadan.  It  is  an 
uncommon  rug  bearing  a  common  name,  because  almost  the  entire  rug 
product  of  the  district  and  city  of  Kirman  in  south-eastern  Persian,  is 
sold  as  Kermanshah.  Kirman,  also,  is  represented  by  a  rarity  in  one  of 
the  smallest  of  known  hunting  rugs.
